fast pace of modern train operations. 

“We realized we were running a 
much more vigorous, dynamic -rail- 
road. than :we had been.

* education. Classes on TTD 
principles are being planned for 
most. operating employes. In addi- 
tion, some divisions are arranging 
tours for yardmasters and dispatch- 
ers, so that they can become better 
acquainted with the physical charac- 
teristics of their parts of the railroad 
-~an important factor in assembling 
trains that can be handled smoothly 
and in planning for satisfactory 
“meets.” The tours, in many cases, 
extend beyond division boundaries 
to take in the entire routes of our 
key trains. 

“These are just a few examples of 
what the divisions are doing, mostly 
on their own, with some technical 
help from the System Committee 
and the System Support Group,” 
Lind points out. 

In addition to the division goals, 
which deal mainly with specific op- 
erating problems, the TTD. pro- 
gram has several general objectives: 


The System Committee is working 
with appropriate departments on 
them. Here are some of the major 
ones: 

¢ to review specifications for all 
new cars, locomotives and compon- 
ents to be acquired by SP, using 
computer simulation and perform- 
ance data to analyze service charac- 
teristics and reliability. 

® to review proposed line and 
grade changes, speed restrictions 
and signal spacing in terms of their 
potential effect on train perform- 
ance. 

,* to study present hot box, drag- 
ging equipment and other warning 
systems and to develop new ones. 
At present, for example, it is diffi- 
cult to keep track of high-wide loads, 
because they generally move some 
time after we have made arrange- 
ments to handle them. One plan, 
now under study, is to store all the 
pertinent information on these

There are 16 models, of which we use four primar- 
ily. One of the most used is the Train Operations 
Simulator. With this model, the computer is “fed” 
data on grades, curves and other track features;

“We.-feel it is 
a substantial improvement over the 
present rule book, which has’ been 
in force since January 1, 1969.” 

Ralph V. Currier, manager-trans- 
portation rules, who headed the rule 
revision project, points out that — 
in addition to management think- 
ing — the new edition incorporates 
the suggestions of many union offi- 
cers and operating employes. 

“A lot of the suggestions came to 
us in response to an employe ques- 
tionnaire we sent out,” he says. “We 
also talked with SP people at many 
key locations.” 

“The Rules and Regulations of 
the Transportation Department” 
have developed through the years in 
response to various changes in oper- 
ating techniques and facilities and 
as the result of experience accumu- 
lated by SP and other railroads: The 
Jast major revision of them was 
made effective on December 1, 1951. 

“The Company felt it was time to 
rewrite them completely,” Currier 
explains, “to make them easier :to 
understand, and so that — with the 
help of some new teaching and 
training techniques — they can be 
taught and interpreted in the same 
way throughout the system.”

The new rule book.can no longer 
be ‘referred to.as the “black book”; 
it will be an attractive blue. It will 
be in a six-ring, loose-leaf binder to 
permit revision when necessary and 
to avoid the problem of having to 
carry revised rules in timetables — 
sometimes for years — until a new 
book is issued. It will contain a com- 
plete word index to make it easier 
to locate a given rule when only a 
single word or phrase is known. 

The material contained in two 
present ‘booklets has been incor- 
porated into the new rule book. 
Both booklets will be discontinued. 
They are: “Safety Instructions Gov- 
erning Employes in Train, Engine 
and Yard Service,” and “Train 
Handling Instructions.” 

Two new manuals will be issued 
simultaneously with the new rule 
book, They are: “Definitions and 
Functions of Equipment,” to help 
train, engine and yard employes 
better understand the equipment 
they work with; and “Instructions 
to Train Dispatchers and Opera- 
tors,” to assist these employes in 
the application of certain rules, par- 
ticularly those connected with the 
issuance and handling of train or- 


‘ders. 


“Employes will find the revised 
tules easier to apply to given situ- 
ations,” Currier says. “For example, 
Rule 99 now Jeaves no doubt as to 
when and where proper flagging is

Train Handling Rules” and the new 
booklet on “Definitions and Func- 
tions of Equipment” were prepared 
by General Road Foreman of En- 
gines R. M. Clements and his staff. 

“Their work will contribute sig- 
nificantly to better understanding 
of the rules in those areas,” Currier 
says. 

The rule revision project has 
made it necessary to revise and up- 
date the many instructional pro- 
grams and audio-visual training aids 
that make reference to transporta- 
tion rules. Examples include the 
training program at the Engine 
Service Training Center, pre-simu- 
lator training for firemen, conduc- 
tor promotion classes and new trans- 
portation employe training. All writ- 
ten rules examinations likewise must 
be revised. 


This major undertaking, which 
must be accomplished before the 
changeover date, has required the 
close cooperation of D. L. Culbert- 
son, manager, Engine Service Train- 
ing Center; B. F. Chapman, man- 
ager-employe communications; and 
B. D. McCoskey, asst. manager of 
personnel-training, and their staffs. 

The rule book for MofW em- 
ployes is also being revised as a 
result of the changes in the Trans- 
portation Department rules. This 
project is under the direction of 
District Engineer M. J. Karlovic. 
The revised version of “Rules and 
Regulations for the Maintenance of 
Way and Structures Department” 
will become effective on the same

Fishermen Happy as Season Opens 


SP Helps Plant a Ton of Trout 


HERE WERE dozens of happy fishermen along the banks 

of the Sacramento River on the opening day.of the trout 
season, thanks to a fish-planting project undertaken jointly by 
Southern Pacific and the California Dept. of Fish and Game. 
Soap and household bleach had spilled into the river from 
four piggyback ‘trailers derailed six miles north of Dunsmuir 
in an April 10’ accident. These substances, while posing no 


threat to’ humans, may have killed .as many’ as ‘6,000 trout, 


according to Dept. of Fish.and Game estimates... _ 
SP took immediate steps to clean up the:site of the-derail- 
ment, using heavy equipment’ and. over'100'men. By April 15, 


DFG tests showed that the quality of the river water was back : 


within normal range.

Two Quick-Thinking Roseville Employes: 
“They Saved Me from Drowning” 


Yardmaster Sam Sims and Asst. 
Terminal Superintendent Bob 
Huntington, both of Roseville, Cal- 
if., recently saved a fisherman from 
drowning in the swift waters of the 
Sacramento River. 

“Words cannot express my grati- 
tude to them,” Alvin D. Zollars 
wrote in a letter to Chairman B. F. 
Biaggini describing the incident. 

Zollars was fishing from a lawn 
chair aboard his 12-foot aluminum 
boat. He was wearing hip high rub- 
ber boots and had forgotten to put 
on his life jacket, While reaching 
for tools to help untangle his line, 
his’ chair ‘suddenly. shifted: on the 
bottom of .the boat, and he was 
“pitched into the river. 

“My first thought was that when 
T-eventually surfaced I would grasp 
the boat and ‘hold ‘on,’ “his letter 
states, “but when“-that ‘happy: cir- 
cumstance finally occurred the.swift 
“current had ‘carried:me far “beyond 
the ‘boat, I then ‘thought of attempt- 


ing to ‘swim to ‘shore. My-first two - 


-or. three ‘strokes ‘were ‘effective, ‘but 
I suddenly realized that :my.:boots 
“were -filling :with:-water. and ‘drag- 


ging me: down. I’ tried: to swim’on: 


my side but was instantly under 
water. Before I could turn back, I 
was compelled to swallow several 
mouthfuls. I soon realized that my 
only chance was to tread water and 
hope for immediate rescue.” 

Zollars had just about given up 
hope, when a boat with Sims and 
Huntington aboard “appeared out of 
nowhere.” Sims dove into the water 
and supported Zollars until Hunt- 
ington could maneuver the boat into 
position. Then the two men man- 
aged to hoist Zollars, whose own 
175 pounds was ‘substantially in- 
creased by the weight of the water 
in his boots, into their boat.

For a superior 
demonstration of those qualities, I 
am forever indebted to Sam Sims 
and Bob Huntington.”
